0AP choked to death on burger Cream ‘may have fuelled fire’ 


A PENSIONER chocked on a 
burger while eating lunch in a 
care home, an inquest heard. 

William Kislinbury, 87, had 
been dining at West House 
care home in Rochford when 
he began to choke. 

The inquest was told staff 
tried to dislodge the piece of 
food and called an ambulance 
on March 17, 2012. Mr 
Kislinbury was taken to 
Southend Hospital. 


Following CPR, he was 
sedated and left in a coma but 
died on March 25, 2012. 

Coroner John Goodman, sit¬ 
ting at Southend Magistrates 
Court on August 27, conclud¬ 
ed Mr Kislinbury had suffered 
with a ‘benign oesophageal 
stricture’ and dementia that 
had originally caused him to 
choke on his food. Mr 
Goodman recorded a narrative 
verdict of 'death by chocking'. 


A BED-BOUND pensioner 
| suffered fatal burns after she 
rubbed cream on her legs and 
lit up a cigarette, an inquest 
heard on Thursday. 

Jacqueline Haywood, 70, 

I from Sutton Road, Southend, 

| was found screaming by 
relatives on June 30, 2011. 

Fire investigator Eddie 
Brennan told the hearing on 
| Wednesday that he suspected 
Mrs Haywood had been 


smoking. He was unable to 
say whether she had dropped 
a cigarette on to the bed 
causing the fire or if it had 
started from a cigarette lighter. 

But the investigator said the 
fire may have been fuelled by a 
cream the pensioner had 
rubbed on her legs, as it 
contained traces of paraffin. 

Coroner Jonathan Goodman 
recorded a verdict of 
‘accidental death’.

Southend Mencap is the first 
organisation to be trained as an Essex 
Police accredited ‘Hate Incident 
Reporting Centre’ (HIRC) . 

Southend Mencap general manag¬ 
er, Marc McOwens said the organisa¬ 
tion felt strongly about eradicating 
hate crimes against people with 
learning disabilities. 

He said: “Nationally 65,000 dis¬ 
abled people reported to the British 
Crime Survey they had suffered 
some sort of hate crime, but only 
2,000 of them originally reported it. 

“In Southend we surveyed half of 
our members and out of the 250 peo¬ 


ple that replied three had said they 
had suffered a hate crime. 

“However only one of those people 
said they had reported it to the police. 

“People with disabilites or learning 
difficulties sometimes feel they are 
not going to be taken seriously by the 
police or they don't have the confi¬ 
dence to go and report the crime. 

“One of the other reasons these 
crimes dont get reported is because 
the people feel there might be some 
repercussion from the people they 
are reporting. 

“Having the support of Essex Police 
means we have their complete backing 
in making sure all reported incidents 
are given the utmost priority. 

“People with learning disabilities 
should not have to live with being sub¬ 


jected to hate related incidents and we 
are determined that this new project 
will give them the confidence to start 
speaking up and reporting their con¬ 
cerns so that they can begin to live 
more comfortably in the community.” 

The organisations commitment to 
being a HIRC will provide those 
wanting to report hate crimes the 
ability to do so in a secure and com¬ 
fortable location other than a police 
station. 

The project is being run in partner¬ 
ship with both Essex Police and 
Brights the Locksmiths.

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Warning over 
drug after 
man dies at 
music festival 

POLICE have issued an ‘urgent 
warning’ over a drug following 
the death of a man who attended 
an Essex music festival. 

The man in his 30s was taken ill 
at the Brownstock Festival at 
Stow Maries, near South 
Woodham Ferrers, after using 
what is thought to have been a 
drug known as 5-EAPB, a psy¬ 
choactive amphetamine.

A VIOLENT man convicted 
of a sex offence is wanted 
by police.

Bus service campaign launched 


A PETITION has been set up 
to extend the hours of bus ser¬ 
vices along Fiarfax Drive. 

Former Southend councillor 
and Fabour candidate for 
Westborough ward, Mike 
Royston has launched a cam¬ 
paign calling for Southend 
Council to work with Arriva to 
extend the no29 bus service 
running times. 

Mr Royston said his ward 
was densely populated and res¬ 
idents were reliant on the bus 
service. 

He said: “It is the only bus 
service that goes along Fairfax 
Drive. 

“The no29 bus service finish¬ 
es ridiculously early in the 
evening; the last bus from 


Southend to Westcliff and 
beyond leaves the Travel 
Centre at 7.10pm on weekdays 
and Saturdays, and 6.18pm on 
Sundays and Bank Holidays. 

“Such early finish times 
mean Westborough residents 
are being socially excluded 
from enjoying evening leisure 
amenities in the town centre. 

“The nearest alternative bus 
routes are in Fondon Road and 
Prittlewell Chase which are 
some distance away, and diffi¬ 
cult to walk to for those who 
have restricted mobility. 

“The solution is for the no29 
bus service to run later into the 
evening.” 

A spokesman from Arriva, 
who run the route said they had 


not yet received the petition. 
He said: “The service used to 
have an evening timetable but 
was withdrawn some years ago 
when contributions, from the 
council that enabled it to be 
viable, were cut. 

“There are currently no plans 
to increase the service but if 
there is a significant and real 
demand then we are not 
opposed to doing a trial and are 
happy for Mr Royston to make 
contact with us”

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New patient computer records leading to faster, better treatment

NEW electronic records are speeding up care 
for more than 109,000 patients at Southend 
Hospital for the first time. 

Summary Care Records (SCR) provide clin¬ 
icians with information about a patient’s med¬ 
ications and allergies to drugs via computers 
linked to a national network. 

Pharmacists at the hospital are now routine¬ 
ly using the summaries to provide safer and 
more efficient care for their patients. 

Clinical lead pharmacist James Kent said the 
scheme was a quick way to build accurate his¬ 
tories of patients at the hospital. 

He said: “Summary Care Records are an 
effective and a very quick way to help us build 
an accurate and complete drug history when a 
patient comes into the hospital. Using SCR 
means patients get all their medications 
reviewed and prescribed when they come in 
because we know what they’re taking. 

“It increases safety as well because we can 
be clear about what drugs not to prescribe. 

“For GPs and practice staff it means we’re 
spending much less time requesting faxes of 
the information on their patients because we 
can read it, with patients’ consent, on SCR.” 

Patients were sent information on SCRs and 
their rights in 2009 and 2010. Since then, GPs 
have worked with IT specialists to make the 
records available. To date, in Essex as a whole, 
1.4 million patients have SCRs. 

Work is continuing with GPs to generate the 
records for the remainder of patients who 
haven’t opted out at practices with compatible 
computer systems. Vital information can then 
be easily available if someone is treated away 
from their usual practice.

TVucker jailed 
for part in M25 
horror crash 


A GERMAN lorry driver has 
been jailed for four-and-a-half 
years for causing the death of 
an OAP and seriously injuring 
a female driver. 

Anton Maizen, 58, from 
Wixhausen, Germany, crashed 
a 40-ton lorry into a queue of 
traffic on the M25 in April. 

He ploughed into the vehi¬ 
cles at his lorry’s maximum 
speed of 56mph. 

The horror smash, which 
occurred on the clockwise car¬ 
riageway of the motorway near 
Aveley, involved a total of four 
lorries and six cars. The M25 
was closed for several hours. 

A police spokesman said: 
“CCTV clearly shows other 
drivers slowing and safely com¬ 
ing to a stop. During inter¬ 
views, Anton Maizen was 
unable to explain why he struck 
the rear of the queue at his 
maximum speed of 56mph.” 

Maizen’s actions caused the 
death of Ronald Moughton, 79, 
of Lowbrook Road, Ilford, who 
was certified dead at the scene. 

His son, 59-year-old Keith 
Moughton, who was in the 
front passenger seat of his 


father’s Renault Clio, is still 
recovering from his injuries. 

Carol Boulton, a 49-year-old 
woman from Basildon, who 
was driving a Mercedes A- 
Class, is also still recovering 
from serious injuries. 

Police discovered Maizen 
had been at work for more than 
22 hours, of which 15 had been 
spent driving without any 
break. A police spokesman 
said: “Maizen’s tachograph 
charts were found hidden 
behind the driver’s seat. When 
officers carried out a search of 
him in custody and found a 
chart in his sock.” 

Essex Police said Maizen’s 
decision to drive for 15 con¬ 
secutive hours with no break 
had ‘put himself and other road 


users in danger’. He pleaded 
guilty to one count of causing 
death by dangerous driving 
and two counts of causing seri¬ 
ous injury by dangerous dri¬ 
ving in a hearing at Basildon 
Crown Court on July 25. 

On Friday (August 30) he was 
jailed for four-and-a-half years 
and disqualified from driving 
for five years. He must take an 
extended driving test before he 
can regain his licence. 

Senior investigating officer 
Inspector Keith Whiting said: 
“We believe drivers and own¬ 
ers of foreign and British com¬ 
mercial lorries will take note 
that those who disregard the 
law and safety of vulnerable 
people in smaller vehicles will 
be brought to justice.”

Widow seeking facts told: 
‘Take it up with a doctor’ 


A CORONER told the family of a man 
killed by exposure to asbestos that it was 
not her job to find out whether his cancer 
could have been diagnosed earlier. 

Irene Collison, 61, whose husband 
Thomas died in May of lung cancer, wrote 
two letters to coroner Caroline Beasley- 
Murray, questioning the time taken to 
diagnose her husband’s illness. 

However, the coroner told Mrs Collison, 
of Jubilee Drive, Wickford, the matter was 
beyond the scope of the inquest and she 
should ‘take it up with the doctor’. 


Mr Collison, 65, died of malignant 
mesothilioma after being exposed to 
asbestos during his career as a painter and 
decorator, the inquest heard. 

Mrs Beasley-Murray ruled on that Mr 
Collison died of ‘industrial disease’. 

Asked whether she was satisfied with the 
outcome of the inquest on Thursday, Mrs 
Collison said: “Yes and no. It brings 
closure, but I would still like to have 
known why it took so long. He took ill in 
2004. That’s when it all started. Why 
didn’t anyone pick up what he had?”

Buy higher 
welfare foods 
when possible 

IT’S the end of the summer 
holidays and parents are gear¬ 
ing up for the daily routine of 
getting their children to school 
on time, in uniform, carrying 
their reading book and the all- 
important packed lunch. 

Thanks to Jamie Oliver 
there’s now more awareness 
about the healthiness of school 
meals but I urge parents to 
please also spare a thought for 
the farm animals that produce 
our food. 

I asked my mummy friends 
whether they consider animal 
welfare when shopping for 
their kids’ sandwich fillers. 
Most said “yes” but the belief 
that higher welfare food costs 
more put them off looking for 
it. 

So I popped along to my 
local supermarket to find out 
how the RSPCA’s Freedom 
Food-labelled products com¬ 
pared on price. 


First I found Freedom Food 
dry cured breaded lean ham on 
offer for £2 a pack. A standard 
pack of ham was the same 
price: £2. Great news! Then, a 
box of six Freedom Food barn 
eggs for £1; fantastic value, 
along with peace of mind that 
the eggs come from happy 
hens. 

Freedom Food salmon; 
another ideal ‘leftovers’ sand¬ 
wich ingredient and alternative 
to tuna was less than £5 for 
400g - £11.97 per kg. The only 
other non-Freedom Food 
logoed farmed salmon I could 
find was, in fact, more expen¬ 
sive at £15.17 per kg. 

So whilst higher welfare 
food can sometimes cost more, 
it doesn’t always. Even if you 
can’t afford to buy higher wel¬ 
fare such as Freedom Food for 
your kids’ packed lunches all 
the time, why not buy them 
when they’re on special offer? 

Every higher welfare product 
sold helps improve the lives of 
farm animals.

Badger cull is 
anything but 
humane 

I AM sure most readers will 
find it as shocking as we do 
that a nation known for high 
animal welfare standards is 
now in the grip of a cruel and 
counterproductive badger cull 
that David Cameron claims 
will solve the bovine TB 
crisis. Very few people agree 
with him and there isn’t a 
credible scientist alive who 
thinks that it will help. 

The cull started on 26 
August and now, another hor¬ 
rifying controversy has arisen; 
the hunts aren’t even being 
monitored properly. 

It has been revealed through 
the Freedom of Information 
Act, that only 120 of the 
planned 5,000 shooting ses¬ 
sions are being monitored for 
‘humaneness’ by independent 
observers and there are only 
four shoot monitors to cover 
the whole of West 
Gloucestershire and West 


Somerset. Furthermore, none 
of the people shooting the 
badgers will have any previous 
experience. That means that 
thousands of badgers will be 
subjected to slow, agonising 
deaths, and their killers will 
face no consequences. The 
majority of badgers killed will 
be disease free. 

The government readily 
admits that the shooting will 
result in many badgers suffer¬ 
ing non-fatal wounds and a 
long painful death from organ 
failure, secondary infection 
and starvation but, as many of 
us have now realised, this 
Tory-led government is indif¬ 
ferent to animal suffering. 

As consumers, we have the 
right to boycott products that 
we feel are unethical and we 
do not want to buy dairy pro¬ 
duce from farms participating 
in this barbaric cull. We feel 
that supermarkets should act 
by clearly labelling dairy pro¬ 
duce ‘badger friendly’ or not, 
as the case may be, in the 
same way as some tuna is 
marked ‘dolphin friendly’. 

I think it is absolutely 
appalling that the government 
is making so little effort to 
ensure that the cull is as 
humane as possible. If readers 
think the same, please write 
your opposition to Defra and 
food retailers and please con¬ 
sider making a gift to the 
many animal organisations 
fighting this cull. The Badger 
Trust and Secret World are just 
two of the groups on the front¬ 
line that will be helping care 
for wounded badgers.

Fobbed off 
over Dry 
Street 

LAST week Basildon MP John 
Baron sent me a copy of a letter 
he received from Essex County 
Council, in response to a letter 
he sent to the council’s high¬ 
ways boss Rodney Bass. Mr 
Baron wrote to Cllr Bass on 
behalf of 6,000 residents who 
signed a petition to lower the 
speed limit to 30mph following 
the death of Justin Bowman. 

Cllr Bass has refused to listen 
to residents, rejecting their peti¬ 
tion and insisting that he will 
progress old plans for a 40mph 
limit instead. Sadly, Essex 
County Council fobbed Mr 
Baron off in the same way that 
it has fobbed off the people of 
Basildon. It simply reiterated 
what has become Essex County 
Council's stock answer to ques¬ 
tions about the speed limit: 

They held a consultation into a 
40mph limit and no objections 
were received. 

Frankly, so what? What an 
utterly meaningless comment. 
Essex County Council might 
not have received any objec¬ 
tions, but they did receive a 
warning. Documents the Yellow 
Advertiser obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
showed Cllr Geoff Williams 
told ECC during the consulta¬ 
tion that 40mph was still too 
fast and the limit should be 
30mph. The documents also 
showed that Cllr Williams 
specifically warned ECC about 
the exact spot where Justin 
Bowman was fatally injured 
several months later. I am not 
aware that the speed limit con¬ 
sultation Cllr Bass constantly 
cites was ever publicised. I do 
not know a single resident, 
except a tiny number of coun¬ 
cillors, who responded to it. 

The public did not have the 


opportunity to make their views 
on the Dry Street speed limit 
known during the consultation. 
But they did so, en mass, via 
the petition launched after 
Justin Bowman's death. 

Cllr Bass keeps making com¬ 
ments about not wanting to 
hold another consultation, but it 
is my understanding that he 
doesn't have to. 

I believe he is perfectly enti¬ 
tled, in his capacity as highways 
boss, to drop the limit to 
30mph, based on Cllr 
Williams's warning, combined 
with Justin's death. 

I believe is hiding behind 
misleading comments which 
suggest that his hands are tied 
and he cannot lower the limit, 
when the reality is that he sim¬ 
ply seems not to want to. 

Unfortunately, I have found it 
impossible to get a sensible 
answer out of anybody at ECC 
in response to questions about 
these matters. 

All I can get out of anyone is, 
'We had no objections to 
40mph', as though that is the 
sole criteria for determining a 
speed limit - which it is not. 

I suspect that if this road, this 
death and this petition occurred 
in Cllr Bass's own community - 
where he relies on the public to 
vote him back into office - he 
would be showing a lot more 
interest and concern than he is 
over the current danger to resi¬ 
dents in Basildon. 

Sadly, a lot of North Essex 
politicians view South Essex as 
the 'poor cousins'. 

Cllr Bass has already made 
snide comments in public and 
in correspondence about Cllr 
Kerry Smith, with no apparent 
regard for the fact that he was 
democratically elected by the 
same Basildon residents Cllr 
Bass has an obligation to repre¬ 
sent in his capacity as highways 
chairman. 

It is a shame, therefore, that 
Cllr Bass is refusing to repre¬ 
sent the residents of Basildon. 

A shame, but not a surprise. 

Cllr Bass has zero accountabili¬ 
ty in South Essex. 

Its residents cannot vote him 
out and its press coverage rarely 
permeates his election area. 

He is literally a law unto him¬ 
self - and he is acting accord¬ 
ingly. To date he has, in my 
opinion, failed to provide a sin¬ 
gle good reason for his point 
blank refusal to lower the speed 
limit. 'We received no objec¬ 
tions to 40mph' is simply not a 
valid reason for not reducing 
the limit to 30mph. Especially 
not when a man has died fol¬ 
lowing a road crash

RACER: 

Johnny Herbert

F ORMULA ONE star turned pundit 
Johnny Herbert will share his life 
story at the Towngate Theatre next 
week. 

The 49-year-old, who was born in 
Brentwood and grew up in Romford, is 
taking his 'An evening with Johnny 
Herbert' tour to the Basildon theatre on 
September 12. He will share his story 
which saw him start out kart racing 
around Tilbury Docks as a youngster, 
winning the British Grand Prix at 
Silverstone in 1995 and turn pundit for 
Sky Sports FI, with lots in between. 

Johnny said the Basildon leg of the tour 
will be a real homecoming for him. 

He said: “Growing up in Essex really 
helped me get to where I am today, so it 
will be great to come back 'home' during 
the tour. 

“I was really shy as a kid, but the Essex 
way of life let me get the confidence I 
needed to succeed in the world of motor 
racing. 

“I grew up in Romford which has a real 
wheeler-dealer attitude about it and when 
I was young you had to be strong and 
confident to get by which are essential in 
the world of motor racing. 

“I remember walking through Romford 
market and watching the people on the 
stalls - it showed me to get noticed and 
get by you have to stand out, be loud 
and get yourself heard. 

“In a way that was one of the most 
important lessons I learnt to help me as a 
racer as if you don't get noticed, you 
won't get a drive. It's as simple as that.” 

Johnny's career in motor racing began at 
an early age when he used to race his kart 


around Tilbury Docks, not exactly famous 
for its motorsport heritage, but unbeknown 
to him at the time, it would set the founda¬ 
tions of a successful career. 

Over the years, Johnny made his way 
through the ranks in several different for¬ 
mulae, but his racing career almost came 
to a premature end in 1988 when racing 
at Brands Hatch in a Formula 3000 race 
when he was involved in a multi car pile 
up. 

Johnny crashed at high speed into a 
concrete wall at the Kent circuit before 
ricocheting across the track in front of 
oncoming cars and crashing a second 
time into the barriers on the other side. 

His legs were badly damaged and 
many thought his career was surely over. 

“I didn't know if I would ever walk prop¬ 
erly again,” Johnny recalls, “let alone 
race. 

“The crash was 25 years ago, but I still 
wake up some mornings in pain and am 
reminded of it. I know I'm very lucky, but I 
never let it stop me.” 

Despite not being able to walk properly, 
instead of intense rehabilitation and rest, 
just months later Johnny stepped into a 
FI car for the first time. 

“Some people thought I was mad, but 
you can't let these things stop you. For 
all I knew, I would not get another 
chance in FI so I had to take the 
plunge.” 

His formula one career spanned 11 
years and saw him win three Grands Prix, 
his firstt being the 1995 British Grand 
Prix in front of his home fans at 
Silverstone. 

When asked to describe how he felt at 
the time, he found it difficult to put it into 
words. 


He said: “Well, you can't describe win¬ 
ning your home Grand Prix, your first win 
will always be memorable, but to win it in 
your home country is truly magical.” 

He said his other two wins - the 
1995 Italian and 1999 European 
Grands Prix were also equally 
memorable for their own 
reasons. 

He may be best 
remembered for his 
career as a formula 
one driver, but 
Johnny said he was 
also looking forward 
to sharing his other 
motorsport memories 
- such as winning the 
infamous Le Mans 24 
hour race in 1991 - with 
the audience in Basildon 
on Thursday, September 
12 . 

He said: “I am really quite 
humbled that people still want to 
know me. I may have stopped 
racing in FI 13 years ago but 
people still come up to me for a 
chat or a photo which is really 
humbling. I wanted to do the tour 
to share my experience with every¬ 
one and am really looking forward to 
the last few dates. 

“I love the people of Essex, they 
enjoy themselves and know how to 
have a good time.” 

Tickets are still available for 
Johnny's appearance at the 
Towngate Theatre on September 12 
at 7.30pm and cost £21.

with romantic gem 


About Time (12A, 123 mins) 


A ll good things must come to 
an end. As a writer and more 
recently a director, Richard 
Curtis has warmed the cockles of 
the nation's heart with his rose-tint¬ 
ed romantic comedies that suggest 
every bumbling, accident-prone 
Englishman gets the impossibly 
beautiful girl with a combination of 
expletives, dry humour and good 
fortune. 

Our love affair with Curtis started 
in 1994 with Four Wedding & A 
Funeral, which earned him an Oscar 
nomination for his screenplay, and 
has continued unabated through 
Bean, Notting Hill, Bridget Jones's 
Diary, Love Actually and various 
sequels. 

About Time is purportedly his final 
film (as director - he'll carry on writ¬ 
ing) and it is a fittingly amusing and 
heartbreaking swansong. 

Set largely in London with occa¬ 
sional forays to the picturesque 
Cornish coast, this bittersweet rom- 
com concerns not only saying 
goodbye to the people you love, but 
also bidding farewell to childhood 
and the safety net of a parent's 
guiding hand. 

Admittedly, Curtis is guilty of old 
habits. 

His characters are almost exclu¬ 


sively white, upper middle class, 
and seem to be able to afford size¬ 
able properties in the capital despite 
modest salaries. 

Once you accept that realism is a 
distant stranger to certain elements 
of the writing, About Time casts a 
heady spell. 

Shortly after he turns 21 years old, 
nice guy Tim (Domhnall Gleeson) is 
ushered into the office of his father 
(Bill Nighy) for a revealing heart-to- 
heart. 

"Get ready for spooky time!" 
begins the old man with a twinkle in 
his eye, revealing that Tim harks 
from a long line of male time trav¬ 
ellers, who can go back along their 
own timeline to correct past mis¬ 
takes and relive fond memories. 

Tim is stunned by his father's out¬ 
landish claim and with obvious 
scepticism, he heads for the nearest 
dark cupboard and clenches his 
fists as instructed. 

Sure enough, Tim is able to skip 
back through his personal history. 

The young man begins to master 
this new skill, which comes in very 
handy when he crosses paths with 
an insecure beauty called Mary 
(Rachel McAdams) and bungles 
their first meeting. 

With the benefit of time travel, Tim 
corrects wrinkles in the relationship 
and romance blossoms. 


However, every correction risks 
ripples through time and Tim gradu¬ 
ally learns that there are some 
imperfections which must never be 
smoothed. 

"All the time travel in the world 
can't make someone love you," 
Tim's father reminds him tenderly. 

About Time is a treat. 

Cast in the everyman role usually 
reserved for Hugh Grant, Gleeson is 
a loveable hero and catalyses won¬ 
derful screen chemistry with 
McAdams and Nighy. 

Laughter abounds, tempered by 
the poignancy of sequences 
between Tim and his father, which 
are among Curtis's finest work on 
the page. 

Secrete plenty of handkerchiefs 
about your person - the final 15 
minutes will wring you dry.

Country shows on show 
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I F you want to make the most of 
the last of the summer then you 
are spoilt for choice with two 
fantastic country shows this 
month. 

On Saturday, September 7, The 
Orsett Show - one of the oldest 
one-day country shows in England 
- will offer something for all the 
family across its 30 acre show 
ground. 

Its 107th show, which runs from 
9am to 5pm, features everything 
from horticulture and agriculture to 
hobbies and handicrafts as well as 
a packed programme of events, so 
it is easy to see why it has become 
the place to go on the first 
Saturday of September year after 
year. 

While the show is huge today it is 
a far cry from its humble origins 
that date back to 1841 when it 
was just a simple ploughing match 
set up by the formation of The 
Orsett Agricultural Association and 
Labourers’ Friend Society. 

This show continued for years 
but died out along with the death 
of the squire of the village in 1880 
and it wasn’t until 1895 that the 
new squire, Captain T C Douglas 
Whitmore, and his son Francis, 
revived the event at Orsett Hall 
under the name of the Orsett and 


District Cottage Garden and 
Agricultural Society. 

Despite being disrupted by both 
World Wars, this new event contin¬ 
ued to grow and over the years 
saw the addition of vegetable 
classes, horses in the Grand Ring, 
pig and agricultural sections and 
cattle classes. 

In 1947 it had a record atten¬ 
dance of 7,000 people and in 
1949 the show changed to a 
Saturday with the introduction of a 
fur and feather section. 

When the Orsett Estate was sold 
in 1968 Orsett Show Ground 
Limited acquired a new site in 
Rectory Road, Orsett, to give the 
event a permanent home. 

The show ground will be the 
place to be this Saturday when it 
will be packed with marquees fea¬ 
turing horticulture, agriculture, hob¬ 
bies and handicrafts, schools and 
craft stalls, as well as more than 
100 trade stands, steam engines 
and classic cars, and even heli¬ 
copter rides, a circus skills work¬ 
shop and a fun dog show. 

As well as plenty of horses and 



cattle to see, and classes in the 
Horse Rings to watch, you can 
also take a seat next to the Grand 
Display Ring where a packed pro¬ 
gramme of events is planned 
including Horse and Hounds, a 
Grand Parade, Dingle Fingle, 
Bolddog 'Lings' Freestyle Team, 
and the Chariots of Fire Display 
Team. 

Another annual event, The Essex 
Country Show, will be taking place 
at Barleylands, in Billericay, from 
10am to 5pm on Saturday and 
Sunday, September 14 and 15. 

The show, which began life as 
just an Essex farming family’s infor¬ 
mal gathering of half a dozen 
steam engines, is now it its 27th 
year and has become the largest 
of its type in the south east. 

A massive 35,000 people have 
visited the show every year over 
the past six years and it is easy to 
see why. With an emphasis on 
agricultural history and rural crafts 
it is rammed with absolutely every¬ 
thing you could possible need for a 
great family day out. 

See working heavy horses 


ploughing the land and pulling fire 
engines, steer a steam engine, 
travel back to Olde England and 
see demonstrations of the skills of 
yesteryear, visit the vintage fair¬ 
ground, and take a look at more 
than 300 classic cars, military vehi¬ 
cles and motorbikes. 

There’s also helicopter rides, a 
specialist food hall, more than 200 
craft and trade stands, the Sheep 
Sheering Show, Punch and Judy, 
model boat races and zorbing. 

Alongside this there are also 
events in the Countryside Arena 


including an Imperial Birds of Prey 
display and John Waspe Dog and 
Ducks, and an unmissable pro¬ 
gramme in the Main Arena includ¬ 
ing appearances by the Essex Dog 
Display Team, the British Tractor 
Pulling Championships, the Polly 
Parrot Roadshow and the Battling 
Cumberland Giants.

Tenant Question 


Some recent tenants of mine have absconded, leaving no forwarding address and a house that has been 
soiled and damaged by their dog. It is costing me thousands to repair and in lost rent, yet without a 
forwarding address I cannot even get the deposit back because it is held in a tenancy deposit scheme. I 
am powerless to do anything and the police will not get involved because it is a civil matter. Where is the 
help for us landlords? 

Think Property Answer 

In order to get the deposit back and to cover some of your costs incurred by the tenant’s damage to the 
property, you will have to contact the relevant tenancy deposit scheme. 

As you state that the scheme holds the deposit, it appears that you may have protected the deposit in the 
custodial Deposit Protection Scheme. After 14 days have passed from the end of the tenancy, you can 
lodge a claim for the deposit to be paid to you as compensation for the damage. 

The Deposit Protection Service has a single claim process where the landlord can claim an amount of the 
deposit for loss or damage caused by the tenant. This is done by way of a statutory declaration sworn in 
the presence of a solicitor/commissioner for oaths or magistrate. 

The declaration is then issued by the scheme to the other party’s registered address. If there is no 
response from the tenant within 14 days, the scheme will release the deposit to the landlord. 

If this does not cover the whole of the amount of calculable damage caused by the tenant, you can bring 
a civil claim for the rest of the damage costs but you will need some contact address for the tenant so that 
the papers can be served on the defendant. 

The other thing to consider, to ensure that this does not happen again in the future, is to take out contents 
insurance to cover loss incurred by tenants or insist on a guarantor for the prospective tenant.

Q. Has the market really turned a corner, 
as everyone seems to be saying? 

A. Certainly, the press and broadcast media have 
been getting very excited about the state of the 
property market over the past few weeks. That 
said, it wasn’t long ago that I was writing about the 

confusing and even contradictory picture painted by the various statistics on offer, and 
suggesting that you take them all with at least a pinch of salt! 

But let’s not be churlish. After all, the fact is that the latest flurry of stats are all very 
positive, in their different ways. 

According to the latest official figures from the Office for National Statistics, for example, 
house prices have surged by 3.1% in the past year, with the average price across the 
UK as a whole now standing at £242,000. 

At the same time, the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors has just reported a big 
pick-up in buyer interest - and significantly, not just in London and the South East, but 
right across the country. The RICS also says that in tandem with rising buyer confidence, 
more sellers are putting their homes up for sale. 

Elsewhere, there was news that lending to first time buyer numbers is now the highest 
since the peak of the boom in 2007. 

Finally, the Government also weighed into the debate last week, announcing that the 
first phase of its “Help to Buy” scheme had been a resounding success, with around 
10,000 buyers applying for special 20% interest-free equity loans to purchase new-build 
homes in the first 3 months of the scheme. 

Now, of course it is possible to take issue with each of these elements in isolation. After 
all, Government ministers were bound to talk up the success of the first phase of their 
pet Help to Buy project for all they were worth. And, as I pointed out last month, the ONS 
figures are always wildly out of line with the other “official” figures published by the Land 
Registry. 

Nevertheless, taken altogether, I do believe these figures provide clear evidence that an 
upward trend in the market is starting to emerge. 

Or, as one of the greatest men never to work in estate agency once said: “This is not the 
end. It is not even the beginning of the end. But it might just be the end of the 
beginning!”

H YUNDAI’S third generation of 
the Santa Fe has a lot on its 
plate. Launched late last 
year, the Koreans are hoping it 
retains the loyal UK fan base that 
has seen 37,500 motors shifted 
since its debut in 2001, while also 
attracting new buyers through the 
showroom door. 

To meet this challenge the latest 
Santa Fe has a fresh modern 
design inside and out, a new two- 
wheel drive version and additional 
gadgets and gizmos. 

The front-wheel drive entry-level 
model I drove is Hyundai’s 
response to the fact that a large 
number of SUV owners, including 
business users, do not need four- 
wheel-drive and are keen to 
reduce their fuel and tax bills. 

The updated 2.2-litre CRDi 
engine makes light of powering the 
Santa Fe from 0-62mph in a shade 
under ten seconds. 

But more importantly it offers sig¬ 
nificant money-saving improve¬ 
ments in fuel economy and 
reduces carbon dioxide emissions. 

Hyundai claims the two-wheel- 
drive model will get 47.9mpg on 
the combined cycle while emis¬ 
sions fall below the 160g/km level 
for the first time. The six-speed 
manual gearbox is pretty slick 
while the ride and handling are 
smooth thanks to reasonable lev¬ 
els of grip and a suspension that’s 
been stiffened up especially to 
cope with the UK’s abysmal roads. 


Body roll is well controlled in cor¬ 
ners while the steering is light and 
agile. The five-seat model is spa¬ 
cious with the boot sporting cave¬ 
like dimensions that easily cater for 
a family’s needs.
